Valley Pioneer 


W. C. Woodworth, a pioneer of 


the Azusa valley, died at his resi- 
dence, on Vincent street on Tuesday. 
He is the third member of his fam- 
ily to pass over the great divide in 
the past year, L. D. Woodworth, a 
brother, having answered the call 
last November, and a sister, Mrs. 
A. L. Patterson, dying in Sioux City, 
Iowa, four weeks ago. 


Memorial services will be held to- 


morrow (Saturday) at 3 o'clock at 
the First Methodist church, conduct- 
ed by the pastor, Eev. George Steed, 
assisted by Eev. Burns of Los Ange- 
les, a family friend. 


Mr. Woodworth was born October 


17, I860, in Bristol, Wis., moving 
with his parents to Sioux City, Iowa, 
at the age of seventeen. He came to 
Covina with his parents, Lafeyettc 
D. and Eliza Woodworth, in .1886; 
settling on and improving the ranch 
on 'Vincent street which later be- 
came the home of the Eeynolds fam- 
ily- 


In October, 1890, Mr. Woodworth 


returned to Sioux City and married 
Effie A. Williams on October 27, the 
couple returning to Covina to estab- 
lish their home. Six children were 
born to this union, three of whom, 
together with the widow, survive— 
Mrs.-Nieva E. Searcy of Fresno, L. 
E. Woodworth of Baldwin Park, and 
Mrs. Maud M. Bean of Alameda; 
also ten grandchildren, -a brother, H. 
D. Woodworth of Pomona, and two 
sisters, Mrs. Emma Larabee of Bris- 
tol, Wis., and Mrs. F. C. Hoskins of 
Pontiac, Michigan. 


At the age of twelve the sigh tof 


Mr. Woodworth's right eyo was de- 
stroyed by a blow from a snowball 
thrown, by a schoolmate, and when 
thirty-eight years of age he lost the 
vision of his loft eye. Although liv- 
ing in total darkness for nearly twen- 
ty-five years, he looked after the af- 
fairs of his large ranch and retained 
his sunny, cheerfu Idisposition which 
made for him a host of friends. 
Mr. Woodworth was an active mem- 
ber in the Methodist church for the 
past forty years, an'd the pallbearers 
were mostly chosen from members 
of the Berean Bible class.

SAN DIMAS DIVERSION 


DAM NEABINO COMPLETION 


The big diversion dam at the mouth 


of San Dimas canyon, designed to 
impound water flowing from tho San 
Dimas canyon dam, will be complet- 
ed in another two weeks, according 
.to F, V. Lee, resident engineer of the 
Los Angeles" county flood control 
board. 
Started on August 20, the 


construction work hns been progress- 
ing steadily under the general super- 
vision of Mr. Lee and the contractor, 
A. O. Nelson of Pasudcna. The .di- 
version dam is 850 feet long and 30 
feet high. It is an earth-filled dam 
with a four inch concrete facing on 
the upper side. The contractor's bid 
on the job was $94,000. 


The water hold in tho now diver- 


sion dam is to be diverted into the 
channel for a distance of three miles 
across the valley to Pnddingstone 
reservoir. 


The diverting channel, connecting 


tho two dams recently completed, is 
14 feet wide inside, eleven feet deep, 
three miles in length and will carry 
3,500 second feet of water. A com- 
paratively light rainfall during the 
past season has not permitted a full 
appreciation of the diversion dam 
and tho channel, but heavy rain- 
storms, such as those of previous 
years, will prove the worth of these 
flood control projects.

The Pioneer Bishop— 


Most of us would be well content if we could know that 


our lives were to be as useful and beautiful and well rounded 
with goods deeds as that of Bishop Johnson of the Episcopal 
diocese, who was laid to rest last Saturday, with many thou- 
sands to do him honor. 


In Covina and throughout the San Gabriel valley, as well 


as over the state, this quiet, forceful, kindly teacher and pre- 
ceptor was known personally, as he had officiated at all the 
confirmations in Holy Trinity church in Covina—that time 
in the life of the child or adult when the step is definitely 
taken that links the individual to religious stability and be- 
lief. The beautiful ceremony of confirmation remains in the 
mind through life, and in this picture, in the minds of many 
thousands in this diocese, is that of the kindly, and of late 
years venerable bishop, whose words on this occasion were 
always simple, straightforward, 'and convincing of his mar- 
velous faith in the better things that make life possible and 
bearable. 


The bishop knew southern California .' , perhaps no other 


divine knew it, for he was a pioneer. He came to Los An- 
geles when it was but a small and little known city. 
He 


accepted his work that included all the scattered and strug- 
gling little communities of the'country that was emerging 
from the desert. He built up his little groups in the faith 
with unhurried devotion. 
He planned his work of mercy 


when there was little with which to labor. The Good Sam- 
aritan hospital in Los Angeles, a marvel of efficiency and 
enormous in its scope, known throughout the medical world 
as one of the great institutions of its kind, was his work 
from its inception. 


He preached simply, lived simply, untouched by arro- 


gance, a stranger to pomp, a simple citizen whose power grew 
because he radiated his complete faith in mankind. He was 
permitted to live and minister beyond the average active 
span, and died peacefully in an atmosphere of universal love. 
There can be but a few such in each era. His work goes on 
in efficient hands that he trained and guided, and the south- 
land is indebted to him to an extent that will never altogether 
be revealed..

Few Dam Failures— 


. "Dam failures have been few," says George L. Eastman, 
president of the Los Angeles chamber of commerce, in the 
May issue of its official publication, "Southern California 
Business." In fact, they are the rare exception instead of 
the rule. Aside from the Johnstown flood in 1889, fewer lives 
have been lost through the breaking of dams than in almost 
any other one class of catastrophes. 


The failure of the St. Francis dam, with its deeply re- 


gretable loss of life and property, has brought to the atten- 
tion of Los Angeles residents and residents of all parts of the 
world the importance of having dams well constructed in 
proper locations. 


Dams are a necessity. 
In semi-arid countries like the 


Pacific southwest, and this heading, Pacific southwest, takes 
in a vast section of territory, ranging from Kansas west and 
from the Oregon line south. In this great territory there are 
scores of huge dams, some of them many times larger than 
the St Francis dam. 


As recorded figures go to show that with all the hundreds 


of dams that have been built, some of them more than 300 
years ago, and storing water of the capacity many times 
greater than that of the St. Francis dam, only a comparative- 
ly few failed, and with the exception of the Johnstown dam 
and the St. Francis, have resulted in comparatively low losses. 
The catastrophes resulting from dam breaks—serious as they 
were—are negligible as compared with other disasters. 


There is really less to fear from a well-built dam in a safe 


location than from almost any other constructed work that 
is required for the development of the country. 


Senate Investigation Unwarranted— 


(Los Angeles Examiner): The senate has finished its per- 


fectly silly investigation of presidential candidates' primary 
expenses. 


Obviously, no excessive amount of money has been ex- 


pended by any candidate, and certainly no corruption of any 
'kind has even been suggested, so this elaborate senatorial 
investigation is without good purpose or legitimate reason. 


There are so many important situations of tremendous 


consequence to the country, involving the most vicious cor- 
ruption and the most serious demoralization of the country's 
basic institutions, which the senate might investigate and 
should investigate, if it has any honest and patriotic program 
of investigation. 


The only thing that has been developed in all these inter- 


rogations o'f the different candidates and their manager is 
that a comparatively small amount of money has been ex- 
pended, and that nothing at all has been improperly expend- 
ed, and that the senate investigation is utterly useless and 
senseless. 


In fact, the investigation is more than a bit of non-sense 


—it is a bit of insolence—an impertinent assumption of 
authority and superiority. 


No one can read the proceedings of the investigation with- 


out coming to the inevitable conclusion that there is some 
ulterior motive back of it; that, in fact, there is a veiled and 
more or less cowardly attempt to attack the two candidates 
who are obviously the favorites of the people. 


The Hearst papers have no special regard for Governor 


Smith, nor any undue favoritism for Secretary Hoover. 


But the Hearst papers very definitely believe that the 


public should have a right to express its opinions and pre- 
ferences, and that those opinions, when expressed, should be 
the dominating forces in all conventions, and the guiding in- 
fluences for all public men and popular representatives. 


It is stupid of the senate to try to foist its own senatorial 


candidates upon the public by strategems which the people 
can very easily discern. 


It is distinctly improper for the senate to waste the time 


and money which belongs to the people in proceedings which 
promote nothing but its own selfish ends and more or less 
discreditable purposes. 


It is time that the senate, if it is to retain the respect of 


the public, should transfer its activities from cheap political 
maneuvers, such as the absurd investigation of Governor 
Smith and Secretary Hoover, and take up matters which 
vitally and genuinely affect the public interest.

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FROM SALESMANSHIP 


TO ORANGE GROWING 


(Editor's Note)—Here is an inter- 


esting litle story of the accomplish- 
ments of two commercial travelers— 
a man and a woman—who bought an 
orange grove irt-Covina and without 
an iota of personal experience, have 
brought their investment to a very 
profitable basis in three years. And 
there's a touch'6f romance in it, too. 
There is also n bit of- a lesson in it. 
These people were guided first in 
making a selection of a grove to buy, 
and later in the course to follow af- 
ter acquisition, by their packing 
house manager. The pitfalls which 
often beset the path of the novice 
in eitficulture were avoided in this 
case through taking advantage of 
the experience of Harry Damerel. of 
the Exchange packing house firm of 
Damerel-Allison company of Covina. 
Mr. Damerel is not only a packing 
house manager but, like many of his 
fellow-workers in that line, is a prac- 
tical grower as well. He gave freely 
of his experience to this bride and 
groom and as a result, after a year" 
and a half of ownership of the grove 
these knights of the road were able 
to abandon their sample cases end 
grips and settle down to the sunshine 
and delights attending the growing 
of oranges in southern 
California. 


This story -was published in the Cali- 
fornia Citrograph and was given by 
one who has been a close observer of 
what has .taken place and what these 
people have accomplished.) 


During the summer vacation period 


in 1924, Miss Dickerson, a traveling 
saleswoman, representing the W. H. 
Gossard company of Chicago, was 
visiting friends, who , were orange 
growers living in the San Gabriel 
valley. 


One morning at breakfast, Miss 


Dickerson remarked that since her 
first visit to California in 1920, she 
had had a keen desire to own a pro- 
ductive orange grove. Her hostess 
was at once interested, and they sat 
at the breakfast table wel into the 
morning discussing plans fo.r the fu 
ture. 


That afternoon another 
visitor 


from the north arrived—a friend and 
acquaintance of both Miss Dickerson 
and her hostess, Miss Augusta San- 
ders. The new arrival, K. B. Hare, 
was told of the newly-developed 
plans, and an Exchange 
packing 


house manager, Harry Damerel, of 
the firm of Damerel-Allison company 
of Covina, was called into consulta- 
tion. 


Things began to develop rapidly 


as there were only three days left of 
the vacation period. Soon the hostess, 
Miss Sanders, and the pacVk^g house 
manager were taken into full confi- 
dence by the couple from Washing- 
ton. It developed that while the pos- 
session of an orange grove had been 
a far distant dream, a wedding in the 
near future was an assured fact. The 
prospective bridegroom became en- 
thusiastic over the grove scheme and 
suggested a partnership 
arrange- 


ment. With but two days left, and 
the four .interested people at work, 
the right grove was located and a 
satisfactory deal ^vas made. 


The vacation over, the grove was 


left in the care of the packing house 
manager, and Miss Dickerson return 
ed to her position, traveling for her 
company over the territory of Idaho, 
Washington and Oregon, while Mr. 
Hare, after completing his business 
in the south, returned north, where 
he was representing the firm of Fred- 
eric Stearns & company in the states 
of Washington and Oregon. 
While these wide-awake salespeople 
were exerting their best efforts in 
the north, the production of the 
grove down south exceeded their ex- 
pectations. 
' One and a half years passed and 
the happy couple, having been ex- 
tremely successful in their respective 
fields, were able to quit the road, and 
the honeymoon trip was made di- 
rect to the home on the orange grove. 
. The late fall of 1925 found them 


fairly comfortably located on their 
grove in the Covina district. The 
ranch consisted of ten acres—six 
acres full bearing oranges, half na- 
vels and half valencias—the balance 
unimproved. 


While both Mr. and" Mrs. Hare 


were confident that success would 
crown their continued efforts as or 
ange growers, many of their friends 


were skeptical, thinking that within 
a short time they would experience 
a desire.to return to their traveling 
positions, which had been their train- 
ng and life work. 


Two and a half years have rolled 


by, and what are the results: 


First, they are contented and hap- 


py, and entirely free from debt. 


Second, the ranch production has 


increased until this year more than 
$1000 an acre will be realized. 


Third, they have refused an offer 


on the property that would show 
them a profit of $7500. 


From the very first, they both set

BAN&ER or TERMITES 


IS GROWING RAPIDLY 


"If all the termites (white ants) 


in tiouthorn California were concen- 
trated in a single place they could 
eat the houses of an entire town of 
1500 people in six days," said Alfred 
Ansell. Jr., well known termite spec- 
ialist of California, in a recent talk 
before the Building Owners and 
Managers' association of Los Ange- 
les.'' This does not mean that the local 
situation is alarming," he went on 
to explain. "The termites are spread 
out over such a large territory that 
there is not yet any imminent danger 
of entire cities being destroyed. 
Cities all over the United States, 
particularly those in the southern 
and southwestern sections, are faced 
with the same problem. On the other 
hand, the menace to individual homes 
is often very great and in extreme 
cases pianos have been known to fall 
through floors because of supports 
eaten by termites. 


"We are told by entomologists 


that termites preceded man on- this 
continent by at least 100,000,000 
years. If they've been with us as 
long as this, why worry about them 
now, we say. The answer rests with 
ever-changing nature. All insect life 
today has increased far more rapid 
ly than at any other time in the life 
of man. 


"Entomologists give us only 125 


more years of life on this earth if 
ravages of insects continue to in- 
crease at the present rate. And the 
termite is the worst of all of them."
